using building paper, sa>s a w riter In 
Farm ing 
I cut a piece of the tarred building 
jilte r to that It will he as wide as the 
hive is Beep -that *111 he nine and 
one-half inches for Langstrotb hives— 
and

sides of t h e h i v e and also have the 
ends overlap several Inches. 
The first fine day after 4he bees

After the hive Is fixed and set on 
the place of on** containing bees. I re­ 
move the co Bl bs and bees from that 
fetve and put them lh the hive that has 
been protected by building paper.

then shake i^l of the bees out of the 
hive from which the combs have been 
rem oved and wrap It with paper, and 
proceed thus until all of the colonies 
are protected. 
I have never known any kind of coy 
• r with which a hive could Ire closed 
ao tight that no heat could escape 
from the cluster, yet some bee keep­ 
ers use nothing under the cover to 
prevent the loss of heat. 
I use an en 
am* led sheet. w*lth the smooth side 
tow ard the bees, and on this pieces 
of old carpets or sacking, or pieces of 
building paper, cut large enough to 
cover the top of the hive. but not over 
lapping. 
With an enameled sheet, 
tarred paper would probably not be an 
objection to the b*-*'*-. but as It mlgh'. 
It Is better to substitute the kind of 
building paper used for houses; place 
It on top of the hive—and, of course, 
under the cover 
W henever a hive is opened In early 
spring, heat escapes rapidly, which is 
a great objection, because some of the 
brood may Ive c h i l l e d and the colony

W henever 
m anipulations ar** necessary during 
the spring months a quilt should be 
used to cover th** hive while it is 
open. 
Make It of several thicknesses 
of heavy cloth, and have one side dark 
colored and the other aide light, and

colored aide should Ive up during cold 
w eather in apring; for lf the sun is 
ahlnlng tom e of Its heat will be better 
a b s o rb e d .
